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“The New Era For Farm Boys and Girls” 


By EARL J. COOPER 











EN years ago the slogan “Keep the boy on the farm” 
rang out from coast to coast, but why this cry? Why 
were orators, many of whom had spent scarcely a 
day on the farm themselves, so willing to sound this note? 

The answer was this—many farmers were complaining 
that their sons and daughters had left them cold, deserted 
them in their old age when they most needed young blood 
to take over the old home farm. Where were thése 
young men and women? In the cities, of course. What 
were they doing? Oh, acting as clerks, bookkeepers, 
truck drivers, housemaids and other occupations of more 
or less value. Why were they there? Simply because 
many of the fathers themselves had been trying to “Keep 
the boy on the farm” for years. Yes, trying to keep him 
there as a laborer with much less pay in many cases than 
was given to the hired man. Trying to keep him there 
with absolutely no sense of ownership in the farm or any- 
thing thereon. No wonder the boys saw nothing but 
drudgery ahead and went to the city where conditions at 
least looked better. 

That slogan “Keep the boy on the farm” was wrong, 
but it served its purpose. It brought club work, which has 
developed in every state of the Union until over one-half 
million farm boys and girls each year are learning that 
the farm is a good place to live—that the farm is a busi- 
ness proposition which takes more brains than most 
strictly commercial enterprises. 

The boys and girls club work means to the farm youth 
what Boy Scout work 





Manual” probbaly the most complete work of its kind was 
offered to the club leaders. They accepted it gladly and 
during the past year it has found its way into nearly 
every Holstein calf club in America, and is being used as 
a guide in the work. Calls are being received daily for 
the Manual, and especially in the new dairy states. 

Special prizes were offered last year at state and na- 
tional shows. Twenty states of the Union made special 
efforts to bring out Holstein calves. More important than 
these larger exhibits were the local and county shows 
where over one thousand young people were made happy 
by the special Holstein-Friesian calf club ribbons. Many 
more sets have been asked for in 1923. 

At the 1922 meeting of our Association the Board of 
Directors took a step that marked them as leaders in the 
idea of “Ownership.” It was ruled that any boy or giil 
raising a purebred Holstein animal should after one 
season of successful calf club work be given the right of 
transferring and registering calf club animals and off- 
spring of same at membership rates until the boy or girl 
reached the age of nineteen years. This right was granted 
on the condition that the registration papers be in the 
boy’s or girl’s name. It “cinches” the “Ownership” idea 
and leaves no excuse for Dad holding the papers. 

Before becoming a member of the association the boy 
must be a candidate. The club leaders in nearly every 
state have sent us the names of the young people, and 
today we have a list of over five thousand future Holstein 
breeders at our Extension 
Service office.

The key to the 
whole situation was “Own- 
ership.”

A Grave Error to Abolish—Moscrip 


Editor Holstein-Friesian World: 

I am absolutely opposed to the elimination of the seven- 
and thirty-day tests. It is an impossibility for many breed- 
ers to conduct long-time tests. The seven-day test has 
done more to interest the beginner in testing for long- 
time records than any other agency. In my opinion it 
would be a grave error to abolish these divisions.

Doesn’t the 7-Day Test Add Value?—Bell 


Complying with your request for my views on the 
resolution to be presented at Cleveland, legislating the 
seven-and thirty-day tests out of existence after April 
30th, 1924, I am pleased to submit the following. In so 
doing, please have it understood that there is no desire 
on my part to rush into print defending some ill-conceived 
proposition, but rather because of a profound interest in 
this subject, I am prompted to write a few lines in de- 
fence of the so-called short-time tests. 

It goes without saying, that only honest tests are to 
be considered. If a man intends to be dishonest he will 
be dishonest whether the test be short or long, therefore, 
having established the principle of honesty to rest with 
the man and not the cow, we can proceed to discuss the 
merits of the short-time tests. 

To abolish the seven- and thirty-day tests, would be 
a decided step backwards and would retard in no small 
degree the steady progress our breed has made for the 
past few years. These tests have been a decided factor 
in developing and popularizing the Holstein-Friesians. 
Who dare say that there does not appear in the minds of 
many of our breeders when considering the testing of 
their cows—that great fear of not being able to go through 
with a long-time test either on account of the expense or 
his physical inability to endure the strain? Nowadays, 
when costs are so high in every line of business, the item 
of expense figures quite prominently. There are numer- 
Ous breeders who would not undertake the long-time test 
on this account. It is necessary to calculate on not only 
the cost of the supervision, but the cost of feeding the 


cows over a long period. The inability of some breeders 
to give the necessary time to a long test, 1s certainly to 
be considered; they simply cannot devote the required 
time to long tests and keep up with their other work. On 
the contrary, for a short test special efforts can be made 
and if need be certain other work neglected to some degree 
to carry on the seven- and thirty-day tests—which neglect 
would be an impossibility to continue for the long test. 

It must always be remembered that anything worth 
doing at all is worth doing well and in order to compete 
with other more fortunate breeders, it is necessary to 


*compete on the same basis and in many instances this 


can be done over a short space of time to a much better 
advantage and more conveniently than over a long period. 

In order that a cow may compare favorably with other 
cows on test, she must be given every opportunity to pro- 
duce to her maximum capacity. To cut down on the 
number of milkings, is only placing the cow to that much 
disadvantage and hindering her ability to produce. Bear 
in mind we are only considering normal records, not the 
so-called forced records where a cow is stuffed and over- 
fed, which of course is abnormal to say the least, and 
this comparison is as applicable in the case of the long- 
time tests as well as the shorter ones. 

If long-time testing were compulsory, unquestionably 
a great many of our breeders would abandon entirely the 
idea of testing. On the other hand, if there is an option 
of making short-time tests, he is encouraged to at least 
make the attempt and having been successful is inclined 
to continue testing and many times takes a step farther by 
undertaking the long-time tests. Therefore, the shorter 
tests are the stepping stone, so to speak, to the long-time 
tests; in this respect they are certainly most useful; in 
a sense they are the primary division of our official testing 
and for the above reason, if no other, they should be 
continued. 

Further, the short-time tests properly made are un- 
doubtedly a true indication of a cow’s ability to produce. 
You will pardon my personal reference, but when I refer 
to cows in our own herd, I know whereof I speak. Our 
cows are average cows, of course some much better than 
others, but as Holstein-Friesians go, they are a good aver- 
age lot and I have yet to see where a cow made a good 
short-time record and when continued on test did not 
go on and make a correspondingly good long-time record. 
I believe in both the short- and long-time tests; there is 
room for both of them. Why abandon the short-time test 
and by so doing deprive those breeders desiring to make 
short-time tests the privilege of doing so? Let those who 
believe that the long tests are the only true indication 
of a cow’s ability to produce, proceed to make the long 
tests; likewise, is it not fair to allow those who believe 
in short tests to proceed to make'the short tests in peace? 
Why disturb a perfectly workable plan that has proven 
its worth and undertake to say to every breeder who 
wishes to test his cows, that he must test this way—the 
long-time test—I maintain such a proposition is unfair. 
What breeder would say, if he were so fortunate as to 
own as marvelous a cow as Bess Johanna Ormsby, that 
he would prefer to own her without her remarkable short- 
time records of 44 lbs. butter and 836 lbs. milk in seven 
days and 177 lbs. butter and 3,498 lbs. milk in thirty days? 
If there is such a breeder, would he dare say that her 
short tests were not a true indication of her ability to 
produce? If he did, would not her three long-time tests 
above 1000 Ibs. butter and 20,000 lbs. milk in 305 days 
prove that perhaps he might be wrong? It might be said 
that I have selected the exception. I do not think so. The 
law of averages would bear me out in cases where both 
the short and long tests have been made. I have paid 
some long prices for cows with short test records and 
have not been disappointed in the results obtained when 
they and their off-spring have been placed on long-time 
test. Therefore, it is very apparent to me that the short 
tests have their worth where breeders wish to make and 
use them. They have played a most valuable and con- 
spicuous role in the development of the breed and most 
certainly should not be abolished. 

The resolution appearing in the call of the Annual Meet- 
ing, offered by our good friend Mr. Blackman, should be 
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defeated in so far as it directs the 
discontinuance of the short-time tests. 
I, for one, am opposed to making such 
a radical change in the methods of 
conducting our Official Advanced Reg- 
istry work, which has met with such 
great success.

Would Lessen Value of Our Cattle—

I am a confirmed believer in the 
305- and 365-day test as the real meas- 
ure of the actual value of a dairy cow. 
Nevertheless, I am positively opposed 
to the abolishment of the seven- and 
thirty-day division for two reasons: 
First, so many things can happen dur- 
ing a year that cows are either sold, 
get injured and the records have to 
be discontinued or the cow dies. Un- 
less she has a seven- or thirty-day 
record her progeny and near relatives 
would be greatly lessened in value. 
The seven- and thirty-day tests is a 
very fair indication of the ability of 
a cow in my estimation. Secondly, 
seven- and thirty-day testing has been 
the means of starting many a begin- 
ner into advanced registry work. 
Many times have cows been run on 
seven-day or thirty-day test with the 
intention of stopping with a _ short- 
time record but after they have done 
well, very often the breeder will con- 
tinue them on long-time test. I, per- 
sonally, think it would be a great 
loss to advanced registry work, les- 
sen the value of many of our cattle 
and be the means of preventing many 
beginners from starting in testing if 
the seven- and thirty-day divisions 
were abolished.

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Let Dairymen’s Division Replace It 
Eventually—G. H. Gardner 


Editor Holstein-Friesian World: 


In regard to the proposed legisla- 
tion at Cleveland to abolish the seven- 
day and thirty-day division, I am 
heartily in favor of abolishing the 
thirty-day division, before abolishing 
the seven-day division. I would want 
to know that there would be some per- 
manent division established which 
would give the small breeder and 
farmer dairyman an opportunity to 
place his cows in advanced registry 
without any handicaps in the making 
of those records due to his lack of 
finances and time. 


I have been a strong advocate of 
seven-day work although I have al- 
ways known that any record, whether 
long- or short-time, made on three or 
four milkings a days was no criterion 
as to the cow’s value as a dairy ani- 
mal or any basis on which to place 
her value as a cow for a dairyman to 
own or from which to breed from for 
dairy animals. It is more of a game 
than a breeding business, depending 
to a great extent, on the skill and 
judgment of the feeder and the condi- 
tions under which the records are 
made. Nevertheless, I have always 
maintained that the 7-day division 
should be retained as it was the only 
division in which the small breeder 
and dairyman could compete with the 
large wealthy breeder with any de- 
gree of equality. 

When Sub-Division B was formed, 
it afforded an opportunity to the small 
breeder to test his cows on an equal 
basis with the large breeder and al- 
though it was tucked off in the cor- 
ner and discouraged as much as pos- 
sible, for the chance it has had, there 
has been some wonderful records 
made in it, and go to show what could 
have been done if it had been pushed 
to the front and encouraged as the 
other divisions have been. 

There has been some objection to 
the time limit of 45 days for milking 
three or four times a day in this div- 
ision. This provision was necessary 
to allow of making seven-day records. 

After doing considerable work in 
Sub-Division B, I am more than ever 
convinced that we are on the right 
track in establishing a division for 
305-day and 365-day for 2 milking a 
day and I believe if the seven-day 
division was abolished and Sub-Divi- 
sion B changed to two milkings a day 
for 305 and 365 days and no test to 
start later than 10-15 days from fresh- 
ening and the name of this division 
changed to “two milkings a day divi- 
sion” or some similar name which 
would show what the division is and 
give this division the same promin- 
ence and publicity in all reports, that 
it would appeal to a great many breed- 
ers and give an added inpetus to our 
A. R. O. work. 

As the idea of this division is to 
show the dairyman the true value of 
the purebred Holstein and her supe- 
riority in production over all other 
breeds, I think the requirements 
should be based both on milk produc- 
tion and fat production as the aver- 
age dairyman today is selling his milk 
by the gallon or 100 lbs. and is inter- 
ested in increased production and not 
entirely on fat. Also in order to raise 
our standard of production which is 
very essential we should place those 

requirements high enough to show the 
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superiority of the purebred Holsteip 
over other breeds. 1 don’t believe that 
the full-aged cow should produce legs 
than 15,000 lbs. of milk in a year oy 
less than 400 lbs. of fat. 

If the present breeders’ division ig 
retained on three and four milkings 
a day, the name should be changeg 
to designate the conditions under 
which the records are made and the 
requirements tor entry increased over 
the two milkings a day division iy 
proportion not less than 18,000 Ibs, 
milk per year tor full-aged and 509 
lbs. fat. 

If these divisions were established 
and equal prominence and publicity 
given to all divisions, 1 would be 
heartily in favor of abolishing both 
7- and 30-day divisions as I think we 
would be getting more near to the 
true dairy value oi the Holstein cow 
and that is what is needed today, as, 
it is up to the Holstein breeders to 
show the farmer dairyman a real rea- 
son why he should buy and breed 
purebred Holsteins.

Don’t Consign It to “Potters’ Field”’— 
Hartshorn 
Editor Holstein-Friesian World: 

As we approach the Annual Meet- 
ing of our Association, I wish to call 
the attention of our members and 
especially the delegates, who are to 
represent those members to a few 
facts which, I believe, are fundamen- 
tal in our future growth and develop- 
ment. 

The one great source of the dan- 
gers that threaten us is the lack of 
unity, cooperation, sympathy and con- 
fidence on the part of the individual 
breeder and the association as a 
whole. There has been a growing 
lack of interest and a feeling, that he, 
as an individual breeder, is not a 
vital, active factor in carrying on the 
work of the association. 

There are several causes for this 
growing tendency, one of whicn is 
the lack of proper representation of 
all the different classes of the breed- 
ers of our Board of Officers, thus giv- 
ing many breeders the feeling that 
the association is not theirs. Not 
only should our board represent every 
class of breeder, from the smallest 
to the greatest, but it should be thor- 
oughly representative as to numbers, 
which would make it necessary for 
the adoption of the districting plan. 

Arising from this lack of sympathy 
and spirit of helpful cooperation, sev- 
eral resolutions have been submitted 
in years gone by and one in particu- 
lar is being submitted this year and 
that one is in regard to the abolish- 
ing the 7- and 30-day records. The 
man who wants to make a long-time 
test has and should have the right 
to do so and the same privilege should 
be given the man who is not situated 
so that he can make such a test but 
can and wishes to make a short-time 
test. 

Now, I am not going to take the 
time and space here to discuss the 
merits of the long- and short-time test 
but I will say that many of our grea:- 
est long-time animals are descended 
from families that stood high in the 
short-time work. As long as we have 
many long-time records that are thor- 
oughly demonstrating the value and 
supremacy of our breed, I do not see 
how the short-time test is of any in-

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Carrying the Battle to the Enemy 


AE news columns this week carry the story of a suit 
T for libel in the amount of $50,000 instituted by James 
A. Reynolds, against an alleged “Holstein” paper pub- 
lished at Harrisburg, Pennsylvania. 

This publication, tacking to its masthead the banner 
of “conservatism” has from the outset charted an immod- 
arate and radical course toward a reactionary end. It has 
been consistently “agin the govenment’’—against every- 
thing constructive and progressive. Such a course has 
amounted to a defense of Oliver Cabana, Jr., in his efforts 
to bring the Holstein-Friesian Association to disaster that 
his records might live. It has carefully withheld from its 
readers the list of Cabana records expunged and of the 
suit recently begun by Cabana to have them restored. It 
has left no stone unturned to distort the facts in regard 
to those who are working so faithfully for the association 
and its members. It has belittled their efforts and ridi- 
culed their accomplishments. It has by word and picture 
endeavored to shake the confidence of the members in 
their own institution and to convince them that the in- 
dustry itself is traveling on the high road to ruin. It has 
been particularly vindictive against officers of the associ- 
ation who have been active in getting at the truth of the 
Cabana case and in expunging the records proved fraudu- 
lent. It has attempted to discredit and destroy confidence 
in the Board of Directors. It has been more than un- 
pleasant in its attacks against the Holstein-Friesian World 
and perhaps for reason. The World has taken a leading 
part in keeping the public informed of the progress of 
the Cabana trial and has consistently endeavored to point 
out the silver lining of the cloud of depression through 
which, fortunately, we are now nearly past. 

The World has refrained from mentioning this so-called 
“Holstein” publication because to dignify it by acknowl- 
edgment of its existence seemed unfair to the breeders 
of this country many of whom know the real reason why 
it is inflicted upon the public at all. It will get but a frac- 
tion of the punishment it deserves if Mr. Reynolds se- 
cures a verdict such as he asks. No amount of money 
can measure the damage done to the industry by its in- 
sinuations, its distortions, its publication of half-truths, 
its deliberate misrepresentations that have undoubtedly 
misled breeders who, harrassed by adversity and financial 
difficulties, have some of them been in a frame of mind 
that made fertile field for this propaganda. 

This publication has accused the World of being in 
league with “millionaires and paid politicians” to mulct the 
association and to tear down the splendid organization 
that years of effort and extension work have built up. 
The World has never answered these charges, for it has 
known that the breeders who think for themselves know 
what the World is and what it stands for. It has never 
answered the charges for itself or for others who have 
been wantonly misused, for it has known that this form 
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of abuse could not gain credence among real men. The 
news columns of the World have existed for all Classes, 
not for “millionaires” alone, not for “little breeders” alone, 
out for all honest breeders who had a real message of 
improvement. 

In the meantime the spleen of this publication inflicteg 
upon us from Harrisburg increases in quantity and jp 
violence as the Cabana case nears its end. It disappoint. 
ment is so very evident that one cannot but believe that 
its interests lie quite close to the interests of the 
Buffalo crew that has been trying by legal means to wreck 
this association. Since this publication carries less “aq. 
vertising support” than would purchase the paper stock 
that goes into it and since its revenue from “subscriptions” 
is less than enough to pay its postage bill, we may welj 
ask ourselves how does it exist. How has it existed thege 
2ighteen months and what is its real purpose? Its avoweg 
purpose is to protect the “men who milk cows” but the 
big question is with whose money is it protecting what 
interests? 

No, the publication emanating from Harrisburg errone. 
ously disguised as a “Holstein” publication has nothing 
in common with the Holstein-Friesian World. We apolo. 
gize for the mention of its name in these columns. For. 
tunately, however, as the matter stands now about the 
only thing this sheet has accomplished in Its campaign of 
destruction is its own downfall. Mr. Reynolds’ suit will] 
doubtless be followed by a number of others whose insti- 
gators will have the same right to complain and to invoke 
the laws of libel as has Mr. Reynolds. 


Don’t Vote Out the 7-Day Test 


HE proposal to abolish the 7-day test embodied in one 
T of the resolutions to be offered at the Cleveland Con- 

vention is arousing much interest among our breed- 
ers. We present in this issue a number of letters from 
breeders who are in a position to judge from actual ex- 
perience regarding the value of both short-time and long- 
time records and we would call attention to the fact that 
the weight of these opinions leans very strongly towards 
the continuation of the 7-day test. 

In our comment upon the resoluton in question last 
week, we suggested several questions in relation to the 
7-day test that might well be considered at this. time. 
These related to the place which the 7-day test has filled 
and now fills as a guide in breeding operations and as to 
the effect upon Holstein values of legislating this test 
out of existence. We promised a further analysis of the 
records and pedigrees of leading producers in order to 
throw more light upon these questions. 

Along this line, we have made a somewhat detailed 
study of the leading producers in both short-time and long- 
time tests. Of the sixty-eight cows on the books of our 
Association with records above 1000 lbs. butterfat, we 
find twenty are from dams with long-time records, these 
ranging from 742 Ibs. to 1215 lbs. butter, eleven of the 
number being above 1000 Ibs. butter. Seventeen or exact- 
ly one-fourth of the list are sired by sons of yearly record 
cows, the records ranging from 413 lbs. to 1470 lbs. butter. 
Forty-eight are from dams with short-time records, thirty- 
five or over one-half being from dams with records from 
20 lbs. to over 35 lbs. butter in 7 days. Fifty-nine, or all 
but nine, of the list are sired by sons of A. R. O. cows, 
fifty of the number having records of 20 to over 38 Ibs. 
butter. From the foregoing, it would appear that short- 
time records have played a considerably larger part in 
the selection of the ancestors of our 1000-lb. fat producers 
than has been the case with the long-time records, al- 
though in fairness it must be stated that our breeders 
have been making short-time records many years longer 
than they have been making long-time records and it 
would be only natural, therefore, to find more of the 7-day 
tests in the pedigrees of any list of animals of our breed, 
particularly when you go back a few years and several 
generations in the pedigree. The figures quoted in no 
sense discredit the value of long-time rcords and are given 
here merely to show that both classes of tests have a value. 

Considering the short-time records of our 1900-lb. fat 
producers, we find that of the list of sixty-eight, a total 
of fifty-six have made 7-day records above 30 lbs. butter, 
twenty-one of the number being above 35 lbs. and five 
above 40 lbs. Twenty-eight of them have 7-day records 
above 700 lbs. milk, with six above 800 lbs. Fifty-three 
of the short-time records for this list are above 600 lbs. 
It would appear, then, that practically all of our greatest 
producers in yearly test have also made a strong showing 
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in 7-day test and usually for miik as well as butter. Going 
through the list of the leading short-time producers in 
Volume 33 of the Blue Book, of the fifty-one COWS there 
listed with over 700 Ibs. milk and 35 Ibs, butter in 7 days, 
practically one-half have made year records ranging from 
1000 to over 1400 Ibs. butter and from 22 or 23,000 lbs. 
milk up to over 34,000 Ibs. 

The fact that the eleven highest record cows listed for 
the short-time period in Volume 33 of the Blue Book have 
never been tested for the year, may or may not be signifi- 
cant. It is interesting to note that practically al! of them 
were tested in herds that have done no yearly testing. It 
probably indicates, however, that extreme forcing in 7-day 
production does not go well with satisfactory yearly work 
any more than extreme forcing in yearly work goes well 
with satisfactory reproduction and continued production in 
Jater lactations . More and more of our breeders are 
coming to entertain the view and to put it into practice 
in their own herds that extremes are undesirable and not 
in the interest of sound progress. 

In connection with this discussion, it is significant that 
the herds which have made their reputations on short-time 
work in the past almost invariably, upon taking up long- 
time testing, have done equally well. It is also true, we 
believe, for the most part, that the sires which in the past 
have become famous through the work of their descend- 
ents in short-time test, are now maintaining their reputa- 
tion as their descendants are tested in the long-time work. 
In fact, an analysis of the pedigrees of any considerable 
number of the leaders in 7-day and yearly- work would 
show practically the same blood lines represented. 


In connection with this problem, we are glad to submit 
the following telegram from Supt. Gardner, sent us in 
reply to a request for his opinion of the proposed resolu- 
tion on this subject, 


“The short-time test is, in most cases and when rightly con- 
strued, a fair indication of capacity and in my estimation it 
would be the heighth of folly to discontinue it. I believe that it 
would set the Association back very many years, besides doing 
no end of harm in the breaking of values of Holstein-Friesian 
eattle, already far too low. The short-time test is the nursery 
that trains men for long-time testing. Very few breeders have 
taken up long-time testing who did not first obtain experience 
in the short-time work. We would lose the greater part of 
the advantage we have over the other dairy breed associations 
with no compensating benefit to ourselves.”’

In the past we have been accused of favoring the long- 
time test and of giving it greater prominence in our news 
columns. We have never admitted the charge, although 
it is a fact that the greater emphasis which breeders have 
been placing upon long-time work during the past few 
years has meant the development of more news features 
in that department. We mention this point here merely 
as evidence that our stand against abolishing the 7-day 
division is not actuated by any blind prejudice in its favor. 
It is undoubtedly true that there are greater possibilities 
for development through the medium of the long-time 
tst and we look to see the long-time work continue to grow 
and expand probably, to a degree, at the expense of the 
short-time test. We feel very strongly, however, that if 
the short-time test is to be eliminated, it should be by a 
natural process of evolution in which the breeders will 
answer the question for themselves, rather than by legis- 
lating it summarily out of existence. There is too much 
of value in it and our breeders have too much invested 
in it to consider serious!y such a step at this time. 


Registration Fees 


the registration fees at this time, as proposed in one 

-of the amendments to be offered at the Cleveland con- 
vention. It is true that earlier registration is desirable 
in the interest of accuracy and the purpose of the amend- 
ment is to bring about earlier registration by shortening 
the period during which registrations at minimum fees 
may be made and largely increasing the penalty for fail- 
ure to register within such period. The time is most 
inopportune for such a change. With prices at a low ebb, 
there is already too much inducement for breeders to let 
their heifer calves go unregistered. The penalty of a fee five 
times as high as the minimum after the animal has reached 
the age of six months would operate to deny registration 
to a large number of desirable animals deserving it. If 
it would be selective in its operation and would check out 
inferior animals entirely, it would be a splendid thing for 
the breed. Unfortunately, however, that would not be 


[' WOULD be a serious misake, we believe, to increase 
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the result and the purebred status of many good animals 
in the herds of small breeders would, as a consequence, 
be lost. 

There are other considerations. By retaining the pres- 
ent age limit of one year, breeders are much more likely 
to know what they are going to do with their young bulls. 
Possibly some of them will go into grade herds where 
the owners will not be particular about registration. 
Under present conditions, the successful farmer or breeder 
must watch even small items of expense and it is not 
inconsistent with sound policy for our Association to make 
such savings possible. Then, too, in the case of the 
breeder, who during the planting, growing, and harvest- 
ing season, is busy on the land from sunrise until dark, 
his custom, often, is to postpone the sketching and reg- 
istering of his calves until the winter season when he 
has more time to devote to his herd. The six months’ 
requirement would possibly seem like a hardship to him; 
the four additional fees charged as a penalty for delay 
most certainly would. Another class that would feel 
the effect of the proposed change is the busy professional 
man, who, perhaps once a year makes a vacation trip 
to the farm and attends to the registrafion of all the 
calves that have been born during the year. The herd 
records of the tenant in such a case would be just as ac- 
curate for the year period as they would for the six 
months. 

Probably the most important consideration, however, 
is the psychology of the situation. While the man who 
makes a sale is in most cases willing to pay a higher 
fee for transfer in the knowledge that the extra amount 
paid will be used to help create a demand for Holstein 
cattle, the situation with respect to registrations is dif. 
ferent. The financial return is prospective and as a re- 
sult of the depression through which we have been pass- 
ing, many breeders have felt doubtful about the brightness 
of that prospect. They would not feel cheerful over 
addition to their fixed overhead in the maintaining of a 
purebred registered hred. When business becomes bet- 
ter, a higher registration fee would be less objectionable, 
but, in any event, from a revenue standpoint, we do not 
believe that higher registration fees represent sound financ- 
ing. 

These aspects of the situation, in our judgment, con- 
clusively outweigh the advantages of earlier registration, 
important as they are, from the standpoint of the Secre- 
tary’s Office. Proposition Number 32 ought not be in- 
corporated in our By-Laws at this time. 


The Turning Point 


OR the past year, it has been evident that better times 
F for the Holstein industry were in store. The actual 

realization of this condition, however, has been slower 
in coming than many of us had expected. At best, it will 
be a slow and gradual process for, in an industry like ours, 
prosperity or calamity are not born over night. It can now 
be definitely stated that Holstein conditions are improv- 
ing; that our cattle are bringing better prices; that the de- 
mand for them is stronger; in fact, that the pendulum has, 
at last, started its swing in the other direction. 

In our news columns recently was the report of the sale 
of a herd of ninety-five pure bred Holsteins for over 
$100,000. The California State Salé made an average of 
$657; a dispersal sale in the same state averaged $410, a 
reduction sale in Ontario averaged $301, and nearly every 
issue carries reports of dispersal and consignment sales 
averaging from $200 to $300. Since the first of the year, at 
least three-quarters of a million dollars have been paid for 
Holsteins at auction and probably three times that much 
at private treaty. This is testimony to the soundness of 
the Holstein market that cannot be discounted. 

The coming National Sale at Cleveland, we feel sure 
will emphasize the fact that the turning point has been 
passed. Breeders from all sections of the country have 
shown their faith by allowing competent selection commit- 
tees to draft the finest animals in their herds. As nearly 
as we can judge from the consignments we have seen and 
the reports on the rest, the quality in the coming Na- 
tional Sale will be a credit to the industry. 

Now it is important for every breeder who can pos- 
sibly do so to attend this sale in person. Support of the 
sale by the buying public will have more effect on the tone 
of the whole market than any other one thing that could 
happen. Here will be assembled animals representative 
of the best of the breed. Attention of the whole industry 
is focused upon this sale. All are watching to see what the

As a junior two-year-old, she made a 
7-day record of 23.12 lbs. butter, 485 
Ibs. milk in 7 days and hung up the 
splendid 305-day record of 727.27 lbs.

Her dam has a year 
record of 16,968.5 lbs. milk, 721.51 
lbs. butter. Polly Fellinga Posch is 
being continued on semi-official year- 
ly test and an excellent record is ex- 
pected. She is owned by V. M. Mont- 
gomery, Spartanburg, South Carolina. 
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HARTSOOK RANCH HAS WONDER- 
FUL YEAR 


One of the most successful herds in 
the country from the standpoint of 
great record Cows developed during 
the past year is Hartsook Ranch ot 
Lankershim, Calif, of which Mr. Fred 
Hartsook is the owner and Earl Stur- 
gis the manager. The herd has won 
enduring fame by turning out a tre- 
mendous number of records, which 
rank with the best of the year. Three 
40-lb. records will appear on_ this 
year’s honor roll, credited to Hartsook 
Ranch. This is the first time in a 
number of years that any herd has 
prought out three 40-lb. cows in a 
single year. 

The three new 40-lb. cows are Miss 
Aaggie Ormsby Segis, world’s cham- 
pion senior three-year-old for 7 and 
30 days butter, with 40.95 lbs. in a 
week and 157.04 lbs. in a month; 
Norma Korndyke Cornucopia, with 
42.82 lbs. butter trom 885.2 lbs. milk, 
her butter production ranking second 
for the year and her milk production 
first. The third is Bessie Snowball 
De Kol with 40.37 lbs. butter from 
719.6 lbs. milk. 

The record of Miss Aaggie Ormsby 
Segis deserves special mention. It 
will be remembered that last year as 
a senior two-year-old, she broke the 
world’s record for 305 days’ milk, pro- 
ducing 22,083.3 lbs. She carried a 
ealf 179 days, freshening again as a 
senior three-year-old and making al- 
most 41 lbs. as mentioned above. She 
averaged over 100 lbs. a day for her 
30-day period. Norma  Korndyke 
Cornucopia, the 42.82-lb. cow, ranks 
with the best for milk and butter com- 
bined. No other 40-lb. record on the 
books of the Holstein-Friesian Associ- 
ation was made from so great a flow 
of milk as 885.2 lbs. 

The three 40-Ib. records, however. 
only begin to tell the story. We can- 
not forget Rosamine’s Korndyke Beau- 
ty, who as a senior yearling broke the 
world’s milk record in the 305-day 
period for all ages under 3 years, by 
producing 22,604.38 lbs. She freshened 
again within the required time, when 
just a few days over three years old, 
making a 34-lb. record from 662.7 lbs. 
milk, proving that her world’s rec- 
ord production was no accident. 

Other good producers at Hartsook 
Ranch during the past year include 
two 1000-lb. cows. Colantha Cream- 
elle Ila Korndyke as a junior four- 
year-old made 1082.15 lbs. butter from 
24,435.2 Ibs. milk and another four- 
year-old, Korndyke Model Hartog 3d 
made 1076.58 Ibs. butter from 25,922.9 
Ibs. milk. Several others were not 
far below the 1000-lb. mark. The 7- 
day records include in addition to the 
three 40-lb. records already men- 
tioned, a 38.71-lb. record made by Iris 
De Kol Canary, a 36-lb. made by 
Athenia Roderick Luecke, a 35-lb. rec- 
ord made by a daughter of K. P. O. P. 
and a 30-lb. three-year-ola record by 
Mercedes Pontiac of Donnybrook. Be- 
sides the records mentioned there are 
close to a dozen more that appear 
among the leaders of the various 
Gardner reports. 

The Hartsook herd is headed by 
Sir Aaggie De Kol Mead, a son of the 
famour three-time 1000-lb. cow, Miss 
Valley Mead De Kol Walker. He is 
2 Son of the A. W. Morris & Sons herd 
sire, Sir Aaggie De Kol Acme, a good 
proven 1300-lb. bull. The daughters

of this sire are just beginning to 
freshen, the first two to be tested 
making as two-year-olds 19.82 lbs. and 
16.89 Ibs. respectively. Many more 
daughters of this sire are expected to 
be heard from during the coming year.

Mr. Hartsook took great pains in se- 
lecting his foundation, buying the best 
cows which were available in Cali- 
fornia and other states.

$50,000 filed in the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas, of Dauphin County, Pa., 
by James A. Reynolds against the 
Breeder and Dairyman Publishing Co., 
Inc., of Harrisburg, Pa. This suit 
grows out of the Cabana litigation 
and as a result of what are character- 
ized as “false, scandalous, defamatory 
and malicious writings and libels.” 
In a statement commencing the suit 
the plaintiff who is a member of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America, a director and chairman of 
the Executive Committee, after re- 
citing the investigation and proceed- 
ings for the Executive Committee 
and Association relative to the Ca- 
bana records states: 


Tis World has received news of a 


‘'The defendant herein, acting through 
its officers, agents and employees, and 
by and at the instance of its promoters, 
subsidizers and backers, well knowing 
the premises but greatly envying the 
happy state and condition of the plain- 
tiff, and the position in society and in 
the said association which he enjoyed, 
and intending to injure the plaintiff 


and to deprive him of his good 
name, and further wickedly in- 
tending to cause him to be 


removed from his office or position of 
trust in the said association which he 
held, and to bring him into disrepute and 
expose him to public hatred, contempt, 
contumely, ridicule and degradation of 
character, on or about the 8th day of 
July, 1922, last past, at the City of Har- 
risburg, Pennsylvania, did wilfully, cor- 
ruptly, falsely, maliciously, wickedly and 
illegally make and publish or cause to 
be made, uttered and published of and 
concerning the plaintiff and of and con- 
cerning the plaintiff as member, di- 
rector, officer and chairman of the Exec- 
utive Committee of the said Holstein- 


Friesian Association, the following false, 
scandalous, defamatory and malicious 
Writing and libel.’’ 


The matters complained of refer to 
statements made by that publication 
that the Association had been “de- 
bauched, exploited and put on the to- 
boggan slide that leads to disaster,” 
that it had been “assaulted and de- 
filed, while the rights of every mem- 
ber have been ruthlessly trodden un- 
der foot by those whose greed for po- 
itical preferment and personal gain 
have become blinded to every sense 
of decent regard for members’ rights 
through a lust for political control of 
association affairs. 

Libel is also alleged upon the pub- 
lication of a cartoon representing 
James A. Reynolds as a desperado or 
highwayman armed with a dangerous 
weapon “wherein the plaintiff, as said 
desperado or highway man was shown 
then and there in the act of robbing, 
or taking by violence or putting in 
fear, from the person or pocket of a 
man or individual or representative 
of a class of members of the said as- 
sociation or of the class of the pub- 
lic generally, while he, the said vic- 
tim, or member of the class, was 
stood up or held up with both hands 
extended, sums of money, to wit:— 
coins and bills representing money, 
which he, the plaintiff herein, was rep- 
resented as putting in the bag, while 
with him certain confederates held 
the bag for so doing.” 

The same publication of the same 
issue and date (July 8th, 1922) 
published what is characterized 
as a “false, scandalous, libelous and

scurrilous article’ which claimed 
that James A. Reynolds, chairman of 
the Executive Committee, promised 
money to Cole. An alleged affidavit 
by Paul T. Brady embracing sworn 
statement by Cole to the effect that 
Reynolds had agreed to see that Cole 
received association or personal help 
to the amount of $6,000 is character- 
ized as “false, scandalous and libel- 
ous matter.” Col. G. Watson French 
and Fred F. Field, members of the 
Board of Directors are mentioned in 
the affidavit as having been parties 
to the alleged $6,000 deal. 

The plaintiff states that the de- 
fendant “well knew the said charges, 
innuendos and insinuations to be un- 
true at the time when the same were 
made and published,” and that “the 
said publication or publications is a 
false and malicious libel and was as 
such intended, and that the same is 
but a part or parcel of a plan or cam- 
paign instituted for a long period of 
time last past by the defendant, its 
agents, promoters, financial backers 
and assistants for the purpose of in- 
juring, damaging and defaming the 
plaintiff, and for its and their own 
personal and unlawful purpose, and 
that in fact these matters were done 
and committed out of and because of 
actual personal malice, ill-will and 
through the wanton design on the 
part of the defendant thus acting, 
and for the deliberate purpose of ex- 
posing the plaintiff to ignomy, in- 
jury and disgrace.”

LET DAIRY HEIFERS HAVE TIME 
TO GROW 


“Breeding dairy heifers too young 
retards their growth and lowers pro- 
duction,” says C. C. Hayden, chief in 
dairy husbandry at the Ohio Experi- 
ment Station. 

“The best breeders of dairy cattle 
do not allow their heifers to be bred 
before they are seventeen months old, 
and not until later unless they are 
well grown. 

“Rules followed by our best breed- 
ers are usually safe because they are 
based on investigation and _ experi- 
ence. A heifer bred at 12 to 14 
months of age may have trouble at 
calving time, her growth is stunted 
and not until late in life, if ever, does 
she make as large a cow, or become 
as salable as one bred later. 

“Heifers that are well fed from the 
start, may be bred younger than if 
they are fed sparingly at any time.”

NEBRASKA’S WORLD’S CHAMPION 
STILL GOING STRONG 


A letter just received from E. W. 
Frost, manager of Woodlawn Dairy, 
at Lineoln, Nebr., reports that the 
world’s champion junior two-year-old, 
Jennie Segis Sylvia Waldorf is still 
running strong on year test. In a 
two-day test for the month of May, 
she produced 159.9 lbs. milk contain- 
ing 6.262 lbs. butterfat, which would 
be at an almost 28-lb. rate and a sec- 
ond retest was ordered.

Famous Sire of Long-Distance Heifers 





INE years ago, when the famous 
N Ek. C. Schroeder show herd took 

a trip covering most of the lead- 
ing fairs of the Middlewest, a baby 
bull calf in the herd attracted con- 
siderable attention. This youngster 
was placed first wherever shown, in- 
cluding the National Dairy Show, the 
Dairy Cattle Congress, the Minnesota 
and Iowa State Fairs, and other shows 
of scarcely less importance. At prac- 
tically all these shows, including the 
National, this same baby bull stood 
at the head of the first prize calf 
herd. This sensational youngster was 
Sir Korndyke Ormsby Piebe, a grand- 
son of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes, 
through one of the best daughters of 
that famous sire. 

Today, nearly nine years later, we 
find this same bull, Sir Korndyke 
Ormsby Piebe, again attracting na- 
tion-wide attention through the sen- 
sational work of his daughters on both 
short and long test, particularly the 
latter.

She was con- 
tinued on long test, breaking the 
world’s record in the 305-day division 
for milk and for butter, with 25,177 
Ibs. milk containing 1024.93 lbs. but- 


ter, qualifying for the 305-day divi- 
sion by dropping twin bull calves well 
within the required time. This was 
her third long-time record. As a jun- 
she made 940 Ibs. 


ior two-year-old, 
butter from 21, 789 lbs. milk, came 


back less than three months later 
with a 25-lb. record from 637 Ibs. milk 
and made a 305-day record as a sen- 
ior three-year-old of 869 lbs. butter 
from 21,507 lbs. milk, carrying a calf 
206 days, after which she came 
through with the world’s record pro- 
duction just recorded. 

Another famous daughter is Moxee 
Johanna Korndyke Piebe, who as a 
junior three-year-old, made a year rec- 
ord of 1107.54 lbs. butter from 22,949.7 
lbs. milk, this immediately following 
a junior two-year-old record in the 
305-day division of 729 lbs. butter from 
15,875 lbs. milk. Both these records 
ranked well up in the prize money, her 
junior three-year-old record winning 
third prize and her junior two-year- 
old ten-months record winning fourth. 

Another 1000-lb. daughter is Cas- 
cade Pietertje, who at the age of 3 
years, 6 months, made almost 31 Ibs. 
butter from 646 lbs. milk and finished 
her year with 1037.34 lbs. butter from 
24,682.9 lbs. milk. She was one of 
the sensations of the Brentwood Show 
and Sale of 1922, winning first prize 
for aged cows in milk at the show and 
selling for $3,325.00. She also has a 
junior two-year-old year record of 914 
Ibs. butter from over 22,000 lbs. milk, 
following a 23-lb. 7-day record. 

The fourth 1000-lb. daughter is Cas- 
cade Piebe, a junior four-year-old with 
1140 lbs. butter from 23,921 Ibs. milk. 

The sire of Sir Korndyke Ormsby 
Piebe is Sir Korndyke Hengerveld 
De Kol 36th, who was also a member 
of the famous Schroeder show herds 
of 1913 and 1914.

Two of his best 
daughters were sold to Minnesota and 
the splendid records which they made 
there, as well as their type and qual- 
ity, induced J. E. McMahon of the 
Long Lake Live Stock Co., No. St. 
Paul, to take a trip to Washington 
and purchase this bull for a syndicate 
of Minnesota breeders, consisting of 
Long Lake Live Stock Co., Joy Bros., 
and N. C. Johnson.

jury to the breed, but I do see how it 
is a source of interest and encourage- 
ment to many of our breeders who 
would lose their interest if it were 
not for that test. If its day of use- 
fulness is past, it will die a natural 
death and we can bury it with honors 
as a good and faithful servant but 
don’t let us kill it and consign it to 
the ‘Potters’ Field” just because some 
of us may think that it Is not giving 
quite as valuable service as it did 
in its youth and vigor. 

It is about time that we cease sub- 
mitting and passing any resolutions, 
only those that end toward the gen- 
eral development and building up of 
our breed and those that arise from 
any selfish or sinister motive better 
never see the light. For no man or 
class of men, no matter how able they 
are, can ever bring the Holstein cow 
up to hold the place she is worthy of 
holding without hearty cooperation, 
sympathy and support of all the breed- 
ers of that noble breed.

Shall We Slander Records of the 
Past—Carnation Stock Farms 


Editor Holstein-Friesian World: 

Your wire which has just reached 
me asks for our views on the resolu- 
tions to be presented at Cleveland, 
legislating the 7- and 30-day division 
out of existence. 

We are unquestionably opposed to 
this resolution. Such legislation 
would throw official recognition to 
the long-time divisions and it is ap- 
parent without going into detail that 
the long-time test is not practical with 
the small breeder upon whom the fu- 
ture progress of the breed largely 
depends. 

Today, as never before, the average 
farmer and dairyman is finding sat- 
isfaction and encouragement with Hol- 
steins because neither lack of time 
nor lack of funds curtail his oppor- 
tunities to place his name on the 
association list of those who are de- 
veloping good producing cattle. 

Is the 7-day test no longer practi- 
cal? If so, when did its impractica- 
bility begin? Was it yesterday, last 
year, or ten years ago? Surely, if 
it is practical now, it was practical 
yesterday and a year ago and ten 
years ago. Would we not then be 
slandering the records of the past to 
throw those out? Would we not be 
stamping out the names of many of 
the great foundation ‘cows of the 
breed and at the same time be cut- 
ting down the credit given our cen- 
tury sires whose names are woven 
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into the very fabric of Holstein his. 
tory? 

At the present time, with the labor 
shortage and mounting costs facing 
us, it seems to us a particularly inop. 
portune moment to force the expense 
of long-time test upon the Holstein 
breeder. We have heard backers of 
other breeds make the remark that 
“any cow could make a 30-lb. record,” 
Perhaps this has been repeated until 
it is believed by some. We are of 
the opinion that the men making this 
statement “knew not of what they 
spoke.” We believe that the 30-lb. 
cow is quite as extraordinary as the 
1000-lb. cow. 

We regard the 30-day division as 
less important. It has its good 
points, but is undoubtedly declining 
in popularity since it adds so little 
to what has been accomplished in 7 
days and has never had the same wide 
public recognition as the 7-day test. 

We feel quite positive that if the 
7-day test were abolished it would 
strike a serious blow to the progress 
of the breed, casting reflections upon 
the great records of the past, undoing 
the educational work that has been 
done and crippling, as no other single 
thing could, the efforts of the small 
breeders to do official work.

ords. I have in mind two reasons, 
either one of which appear to me to 
be conclusive in the matter. 

The first reason is the fact that in 
my experience the short-time records 
are really a better measure of the 
animal’s ability than they are ordi- 
narily credited with being. In our 
herd, it has been almost the universal 
rule that an animal capable of a 
creditable seven- or thirty-day rec- 
ord is also capable of a good long- 
distance record. There are occasional 
exceptions to this rule, but I guess 
that it would apply in at least 90 per 
cent of the animals tested. 

My other reason is the prohibitive 
expense, particularly to the beginner, 
of ten-months or year records. My 
opinion is that it would be a very 
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great mistake to cut out the short- 
time records.

try record marks an animal that 
makes it as more desirable than one 
that is unable to meet the require. 
ments for selection for breeding pur. 
poses and not primarily to determine 
the single animal among many hun. 
dred thousands that has the greatest 
productive capacity. I am willing to 
admit that so far as determining ac- 
tual productive capacity, a year’s ree. 
ord is probably a more accurate meas. 
ure than a seven-day record and prob- 
ably is not affected to anywhere near 
the same degree by favorable condi- 
tions, environment and mangement 
“forcing.” 

The animal that can meet the seven. 
day requirements for admission to 
Advanced Registration, particularly 
now that they have been raised, is 
certainly worthy of consideration as 
a desirable animal to breed from in 
order to raise the general standard of 
the breed. 

Justly or not, there are a _ great 
many breeders who consider it much 
less costly in time, money and labor 
to make creditable seven-day records 
than to supposedly eqrally creditable 
long-time records. This being the 
case, I see no reason why the shorter 
records should not be continued to be 
recognized and as a delegate to the 
convention, I shall certainly oppose 
any change at the present time. 

So far as the thirty-day record is 
concerned, as I understand the mat- 
ter, this record does not admit an 
animal to Advanced Registry and is 
merely published as a matter of in- 
formation and is therefore compara- 
tively unimportant, particularly since 
prizes for records have been discon- 
tinued. 

Personally, I consider the 305-day 
record with the calving requirements 
as the most desirable but recognize a 
place for both the seven-day and 365- 
day records and believe it would he 
against the best interest of the breed 
to discontinue any of the three.

Editor Holstein-Friesian World: 

In reply to your telegram, I shall 
write you very briefly my views of 
dropping seven-day work. 

I want to express my views on the 
first section of the 19th resolution 
offered for action at our Annual Meet- 
ing. 

While I favor long-time records and 
I have made quite a number myself 
I can see no reason for dropping short- 
time records and hope that our dele- 
gates at the annual meeting will give 
this question due consideration before 
they act. I don’t believe there is any 
question but what it has been our 
short-time records that set the Hol- 
stein ball a rolling and gave our Hol- 
stein men enough confidence in their 
breed to push ahead so that today 
our Holstein records are far in ad- 
vance of all other breeds. 


Again I will refer to my personal 
experience. In 1911 when the Wis- 
consin Cow Competition among all 
breeds was started, I was doing seven- 
day work covering a period of three 
or four months and tested all of my 
cows that were on seven-day work 
that winter each month. Finding my 
work so encouraging I entered the 
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“Homestead” lines.

Cannot Afford to Discontinue—Norton 


Editor Holstein-Friesian World: 

Your telegram in regard to the 
resolution which proposes to discon- 
tinue all seven- and thirty-day testing 
was received during my absence from 
office. 

I do not believe that this change 
should be made, at least at this time. 
There is no question in my mind that 
the seven- and thirty-day test has 
been a great factor in getting the 
breeders interested in official testing 
and that many who have later gone 
into yearly work would never have 
done any testing work except for the 


interest developed through the short- 
time test. 

While I am very much in favor of 
the long-time test and am willing to 
agree with the advocates of this test 
that the ten-months or yearly record 
is the true index to the producing abil- 
ity of the cow, I am still inclined to 
believe that the short-time record also 
is a good indication and that it takes 
a real cow to make a thirty-pound rec- 
ord. I do not believe we can afford 
to discontinue the short-time testing, 
as it has been a great asset to the 
Holstein breed and I am opposed to 
this resolution.

well & Katterhenry. Their herd 
and their average production in 
the Beloit Cow Testing Association 
last year was 12,573.4 lbs. milk, 437.47 
lbs. butterfat in an average lactation 
of 320 days. The eleven returned a 
net profit above cost of feed amount- 
ing to $1357.77, the leader of course 
being Kit with a net profit of $266.33. 
These figures are supplied by Earl F. 
Smith, official tester for this associ- 
ation. Another sister of Kit named 
Beauty, who last year produced in 
279 days 10,136 lbs. milk, 373.8 Ibs. 
butterfat, is starting off this year at 
a rate which promises to surpass that 
of her distinguished sister. During 
the month of December she had a 
credit of 113 lbs. butterfat, 3112.4 lbs. 
milk. On a check test two weeks 
later, she again produced over 100 
lbs. milk and slightly higher percen- 
tage of fat, or at the rate of 114.9 lbs. 
butterfat for the 31-day period. Her 
January Credit was 2880 lbs. milk, 
103.7 lbs. butterfat. 


New York State Grade Holstein Tops 
Them All 


All previous cow testing associa- 
tion records have been quite over- 
shadowed by the work of the Livings- 
ton County, New York grade Holstein, 
also called Aaggie, owned by S. W. 
Barber, Scottsburg, New York. Dur- 
ing the 1922 testing year which con- 


tained only ten months of the record ~ 


of this cow, she produced 23,061.7 Ibs. 
milk containing 1014.1 lbs. butterfat, 
slightly less for milk production than 
the record of Kit, the Wisconsin 
grade Holstein, but- establishing a 
new mark for butter production by a 
wide margin. Continuing on into the 
next year for a twelve months’ rec- 
ord, Aaggie set a mark of 25,295 Ibs. 
milk containing 1129.4 lbs. butterfat, 
showing an average test of 4.3 per cent 
fat for the year. Here is a mark for 
grade cows to shoot at for some time, 
while only ten cows in semi-official 
test of all breeds have equalled this 
showing for butter production. 

According to the official report of 
Louis Zumstein, tester for the Livonia 
Cow Testing Association, of which 
Mr. Barber is a member, Aaggie ate 
during the year, 1508 lbs. hay, 13,285 
Ibs. ensilage, 9,502 lbs. grain and was 
on pasture 183 days. Her total feed 
cost was $231.32, while her milk 
brought $590.65 and her twin bull 
calves $15.00, making a new profit 
above cost of feed of $359.39. These 
production figures were carefully 
checked by Mr. Tailby, supervisor of 
cow testing for New York State, who 
spent three days with Mr. Zumstein 
going over the records in detail and 
conducting check tests. At the con- 
clusion, he reported himself as _ per- 
fectly satisfied with the accuracy of 
the work. 

Aaggie freshened again in March 
after being dry only ten days and is 
now starting on another year’s work 
at a rate considerably in excess of her 
previous record.

this cow, which was conducted jointly 
by Mr. Zumstein and Mr. Tailby. This 
was in the third month of her lac- 
tation and she produced on this day, 
105.8 lbs. milk, showing an average 
test of 3.9 percent butterfat, which 
for thirty-one days of this period would 
give her a total of 3279.8 lbs. milk, 
127.91 lbs. butterfat. Her credit for 
the thirty days of April was 114.8 
lbs. butterfat, 2670 lbs. milk and for 
twenty days in March 70.5 lbs. butter- 
fat, 1602 lbs. milk. The accom- 
panying pictures of <Aaggie and 
her family were taken at the con- 
clusion of the May test and show a re- 
markable dairy cow. Capacity and 
constitution and dairy temperament 
are expressed in every line and while 
she would not rank as a high class 
show cow, she is, nevertheless, a very 
creditable champion producer from 
the standpoint of individuality. 

Thus far in her present test, Aag- 
gie has been milked four times a day. 
Her daily ration consists of 25 lbs. 
of Unicorn dairy ration, with 8 lbs. 
of corn meal daily fed on chopped 
beets, of which she consumes about 
125 lbs. She has about 15 lbs. a day 
of second cutting alfalfa and on nice 
days has been turned out occasionally 
to get a little grass. Mr. Barber feeds 
a little charcoal with the grain. The 
milking is done with an Empire 
Milker and altogether she is being 
handled about as though she were a 
purebred on semi-official test and 
going at such a rate. 

It would be interesting to record 
the blood lines represented by Aaggie, 
but her early history seems to be a 
closed book. She was purchased by 
Mr. Barber three years ago last fall 
from a dealer and it was represented 
at the time that she came from a herd 
that had started out to be purebred 
but in which the registration papers 
had not been kept up. The salesman 
who actually negotiated the tran- 
saction with Mr. Barber has since 


died and there appears to be no re- 
liable manner even of determining 
the identity of her breeder. It is evi- 
dent, however, not only from the ap- 
pearance of the cow herself, but also 
from the manner in which she is re- 
producing herself through her two 
daughters now in the Barber herd and 
her twin sons born a year ago that 
she carries a very large percentage 
of pure Holstein breeding and a neg- 
ligible amount, if any, of alien inheri- 
tance. 

Mr. Barber, who is a young man 
and has only been farming for him- 
eslf for the past five years, is one of 
the prosperous and influential men of 
his community. He has 150 acres of 
valley land at the foot of Conesus 
Lake and maintains a herd of about 
thirty milking cows, nearly all grade 
Holsteins with a few purebreds. His 
1922 herd average was 457.9 lbs. fat 
with 11,314.38 lbs. milk. He is now 
getting arrangements completed to 
produce Grade A milk for the Roches- 
ter market and expects as fast as pos- 
sible to replace his grades with pure- 
bred Holsteins as nearly as possible 
of the type and character as Aaggie.

OTHER THINGS 
Editor Holstein-Friesian World: 

I notice in your columns a list of 
states which have passed filled milk 
laws and see that Michigan is not in- 
cluded in this list. A filled milk bill 
was passed by our legislature and 
signed by the Governor on April 6th. 

In another section of the paper I 
notice the tuberculosis summary for 
March and note that the accredited 
herds receive a great deal of atten- 
tion. We are very much in favor of 
accredited herds, but have found in 
the work here in Michigan that we 
can get much farther in eradicating 
the disease by devoting our energies 
entirely to area work and accredited 
herd work is not being pushed at all. 
Accredited herd work under the regu- 
lar plan necessitates a great deal of 
expense and travel and lost time, as 
these herds are scattered over the 
state. Under the area plan the men 
are able to accomplish ten times as 
much during a given length of time 
and the expense is greatly reduced. 

We have eight counties in the state 
which have been completely tested 
over once, two of which have had 
their second tests completed, and we 
have a drive on now in the ninth 
county. This is Kent County, in 
which the city of Grand Rapids is lo- 
cated. Work is in progress in five 
other counties and we have twenty- 
two counties on the waiting list, mak- 
ing thirty-six counties in all which 
have adopted the area plan and ap- 
propriated funds to cooperate with 
the state and Federal bureaus. It is 
our plan to get our counties on the 
modified accredited area basis as rap- 
idly as possible, as this will entitle 
the herd owners to ship anywhere in 
the country during the three years 
following accreditation and is a great

TUBERCULOSIS SUMMARY For 
APRIL 


Over four million cattle in nearly 
three hundred sixty thousand herds 
are now under supervision in a tuber. 
culosis eradication program of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry in cooper. 
ation with the various states, accord. 
ing to the April report. Three hun. 
dred twenty-nine thousand, four hun. 
dred one head were tested during the 
month. The total of accredited herds 
have now reached 26,464, with 575,766 
head and 281,389 additional herds con. 
taining nearly 2,500,000 head, have 
passed one clean test. In addition 
there is a waiting list of over 882,000 
head in 66,487 herds. These figures 
give some idea of the magnitude of 
this project.

The result showed that 
over 90 per cent of the cheese was 
available as energy, and furthermore 
it caused no constipation or physio- 
logical disturbances. Experiments on 
cooked cheese also indicate the same 
result. Cheese, being a food in which 
the protein is closely intermingled 
with fat, remains a litle longer in the 
stomach than is the case with other 
foods and gives a sensation of full- 
ness and heartiness. In the intestines 
cheese is very quickly digested. 
Konig, of the University of Minne- 
gota, states that chese, ingested with 
other foods, had a marked influence 
in increasing the digestibility of the 
entire meal. We need not worry 
about the digestibilty of cheese.
